The Magnificent Facing Head of Athena 
A Masterpiece by the Artist Eukleidas

Eukleidas was a very distinguished master engraver and, together with the work of the other Sicilian artists of his generation, 
has given the late 5 Century coinage of Syracuse the reputation of being the most beautiful ever produced. His three-quarter 
facing head of Athena is without doubt his greatest achievement, and he signed the die as a record of his work. Eukleidas’s 
reverse die was in fact the very first of the Syracusan issues to depict a facing head. It was of course more usual for Arethusa, 
rather than Athena, to appear on the coinage of Syracuse. It has been suggested in the past that the facing head on this coin 
could be that of Arethusa, wearing the helmet of Athena in commemoration of the Syracusan victory following the Athenian 
invasion in 415 B.C. However there is no real justification to dispute that the head is that of Athena, given that she was also 
honoured at Syracuse and that a temple was devoted to her on the island of Ortygia. 


Eukleidas’s facing head tetradrachm was an extremely important innovation in die-engraving, illustrating the potential that 
could be achieved by the late 5" Century at Syracuse. The artist Kimon, influenced by Eukleidas, soon went on to create his 
great Arethusa facing head tetradrachm (see lot 55), this time bringing the design to the obverse of the coin, and it in turn 
served as an important influence on other coinages in the ancient Greek world. This influence can be traced back to Eukleidas’s 


original facing head of Athena, a legacy of the finest talent of the Sicilian die engravers, and a true masterpiece of late 5" Century 
numismatic art.

THE PAUL EDIS COLLECTION COINS OF THE CRUSADES 


Paul Edis FRNS 
(1949-2012) 


Paul's interest in Numismatics started in 1966, when he was a founder member of Woking Numismatic Society. 
He was a longstanding member of the London Numismatic Club, where he served as Treasurer for more than 
20 years, a role for which he was particularly suited due to his experience in the banking world. 


Later he developed a keen interest in the Crusades - both coinage, which he pursued with enthusiasm, and 
fortifications; a particular delight being a visit to Krak des Chevaliers (Syria) in 2008. His other interests included 
birdwatching which took him to Costa Rica, Poland and France. In his short retirement he gardened with 
enthusiasm. 


Paul’s collection of coins of the Crusades was assembled over a period exceeding 30 years, and contains many rarities. 
During the 1970s and 1980s, many coins appeared on the market, including new types hitherto unrecorded. Anumber 
of such coins are in the collection. The coins are being sold with Paul’s working copies of the standard references.

FOREIGN COINS 


The Latin Monetary Union 

This section of the catalogue includes an extensive collection of coins of the Latin Monetary Union and other 
countries which adopted this currency standard, but were never full members. The standard evolved from the 
French franc system introduced under Napoleon, based on the Gold 20-Francs and the Silver Franc, bimetallism. 
This system was first adopted by some countries occupied by Napoleon and by neighbouring countries which 
understood the benefits of sharing a currency standard, much like the Euro today, but based on gold and silver. 
The Latin Monetary Union was formally established in 1865 by an agreement between France, Belgium, Italy 
and Switzerland. A further conference in 1867 discussed a uniform World monetary system. Great Britain and 
the USA considered joining and issued patterns for compatible coins, but did not pursue the project. Some Latin 
American countries also issued coinage to the LMU standard, without actually becoming members.

5.4. The Buyer of a Lot shall pay the Purchase Price in full before the 
Lot can be delivered to the Buyer. 


5.5. | Except where Condition 5.4 applies, any part of the Purchase Price 
outstanding after the Auction shall be payable by you within 14 days of 
the date of the auction, the due date. 


5.6. _ The Purchase Price is payable by you in full. You are not entitled 
to set-off any amounts that you claim are due from us or anyone else or 
make any other deductions.
